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expansion.  Carcass  weights,  however,  moved  up

meats  continued  its 
categories,  with  the 


World  production  of  red 
upward  trend  in  1971.  All 
exception  of  horse  meat,  showed  increases  over  1970 
levels.  However,  the  composition  of  the  total  changed 
slightly.  Beef  and  veal  production  fell  from  54  per- 
cent of  the  total  to  52  percent.  Pork  increased  2  per- 
centage points  to  40  percent.  Sheep  meat  remained  at 
7  percent  and  horse  meat,  at  I. 

Beef  and  Veal 

World  beef  and  veal  production  totaled  75  billion 
pounds  in  1 97 1  — up  1  percent  from  the  previous  year. 
Production  increases  in  Brazil  and  the  USSR  helped 
offset  declines  in  Argentina  and  Uruguay. 

In  the  United  States,  the  world's  largest  producer 
of  beef  and  veal,  output  was  up  1  percent  to  22.5 
billion  pounds.  Cattle  slaughter  totaled  almost  36 
million  head — 1.5  percent  above  year  earlier  levels 
while  calf  slaughter  at  3.8  million  head  was  9  percent 
less.  The  average  dressed  weight  of  the  cattle 
slaughtered  was  609  pounds  per  head — down  3 
pounds  from  the  previous  year.  The  average  dressed 
weight  of  the  calves  was  143  pounds,  compared  with 
140  pounds  the  previous  year. 

Brazil  had  the  largest  absolute  increase  in  beef  and 
veal  production.  This  is  deceptive,  however,  because 
production  in  1970  was  at  a  3-year  low  of  3.6  billion 
pounds.  The  1971  production,  bolstered  by  slaughter 
cattle  imported  from  Uruguay,  totaled  4  billion 
pounds — almost  the  same  as  the  record  1969  level. 

Production  of  beef  and  veal  in  Argentina  was  down 
22  percent  to  4.5  billion  pounds.  Slaughter  supplies 
were  off  due  to  heavy  1969  and  1970  slaughter  and 
because  continued  above-average  prices  during  1971 
resulted  in  the  holding  of  more  cows  for  herd 


in  the  first 
quarter. 

Sharp  increases  in  live  cattle  prices  caused  most 
Uruguayan  packing  plants  to  halt  operations  in  the 
last  half  of  1971.  As  a  consequence,  slaughter  fell  34 
percent  to  1  million  head  and  beef  and  veal 
production  was  off  35  percent.  A  continuing  problem 
in  Uruguay  is  the  diversion  of  cattle  from  local  mar- 
kets to  unregistered  export  movement  to  Brazil. 
Lower  taxes  and  higher  prices  for  beef  in  Brazil  have 
permitted  Brazilian  buyers  to  pay  more  for  live 
animals  than  can  Uruguayan  packers.  Estimates  on 
the  number  of  cattle  crossing  the  Brazilian  border 
vary  wide'y  but  were  generally  thought  to  be  around 
250,000  head  in  1971.  This  factor  is  very  significant 
for  the  Uruguayan  cattle  industry  since  annual  mar- 
ketings usually  range  from  1  million  to  1.5  million 
head. 

Among  the  other  major  producers  of  beef  and  veal, 
output  was  up  7  percent  to  1 1.9  billion  pounds  in  the 
USSR  and  4  percent  to  2.3  billion  pounds  in 
Australia  (Australian  fiscal  year  July  1970-June 
1971).  The  heavier  Australian  output  was  a  result  of 
two  factors:  First,  there  was  a  better  season  in  most 
production  areas;  and  second,  beef  production 
increased  in  the  more  temperate  areas  (Victoria.  New 
South  Wales,  and  South  Australia)  where  better  feed 
conditions  exist. 

Pork 

World  pork  production  rose  sharply  in  1971  to  47 
billion  pounds — almost  8  percent  above  that  of  the 
same  period  a  year  earlier.  All  of  the  major  producers 
showed  increases  over  the  previous  year's  level. 

Pork  production  in  the  United  States  totaled  14.8 
billion  pounds — 10  percent  above  1970  levels.  An 
estimated  96  million  hogs  were  slaughtered  with  an 
average  carcass  weight  of  about  1 55  pounds  per  head. 


The  previous  year  87  million  head  were  slaughtered 
with  an  average  carcass  weight  of  154  pounds.  The 
average  commercial  lard  yield  per  hog  during  this 
same  period  declined  7  percent  to  20.5  pounds.  Most 
of  the  1971  increase  in  slaughter  occurred  in  the  first 
half  of  the  year  as  low  hog  prices  joined  with  high  feed 
costs  in  late  1970  and  early  1971  to  discourage  an 
expansion  in  spring  farrowings.  Consequently,  fall 
slaughter  was  below  the  record  year  earlier  level. 

Japanese  hog  slaughter  totaled  a  record  13  million 
head  in  1971  which  produced  1.7  billion  pounds  of 
pork — 16  percent  above  the  1.4  billion  pounds 
produced  in  1970.  In  the  past  10  years  Japanese  pork 
consumption  has  more  than  tripled  reaching  an 
estimated  7  pounds  per  capita  in  1971.  Imports  in 
197 1  at  93  million  pounds  were  72  percent  larger  than 
a  year  earlier  but  represented  only  13  percent  of 
supply  availabilities. 

A  total  of  11.6  million  hogs  was  slaughtered  in 
Canada  in  1971.  an  increase  of  15  percent  from  the 

1970  total.  The  average  carcass  weight  was  estimated 
at  131  pounds  compared  with  132  in  1970  bringing 
the  total  pork  production  up  14  percent  to  1 .5  billion 
pounds. 

Slaughterings  in  the  United  Kingdom  increased  1 1 
percent  to  16  million  head  but  the  average  carcass 
weight  decreased  2  pounds  to  143  pounds  per  head. 

Production  increased  8  percent  in  the  European 
Community  (EC)  to  12  billion  pounds.  All  of  the  full 
members  except  Italy  showed  increases  over  year- 
earlier  levels. 

An  estimated  1 4.2  million  hogs  were  slaughtered  in 
France  in  1971  —  1 1.5  percent  more  than  the  previous 
year.  Pork  production  from  these  animals  totaled  2.9 
billion  pounds.  France  continues  to  encourage  pork 
production  since  about  15  to  20  percent  of  the  total 
need  for  pig  meat  is  covered  by  imports.  Efforts  have 
been  concentrated  to  supply  funds  for  buildings  and 
facilities  for  hogs.  From  1966  until  September  1. 

1971  subsidies  were  allocated  to  house  260,000  sows 
and  1 .4  million  hogs  for  fattening.  This  means  that  20 
percent  of  the  sows  and  30  percent  of  the  hogs  for 
fattening  are  kept  in  subsidized  buildings.  In  1970 
and  197 1  subsidies  were  paid  only  to  operations  with 
a  minimum  of  24  sows  and  200  fattened  hogs. 

West  German  pork  production  was  up  7  percent  to 
5.3  billion  pounds.  About  30.7  million  hogs  were 
slaughtered  having  an  average  carcass  weight  of 
about  1 96  pounds  per  head.  The  previous  year  29  mil- 
lion head  were  slaughtered  with  an  average  carcass 
weight  of  197  pounds. 


An  estimated  6  million  hogs  were  slaughtered  in 
Belgium-Luxembourg  in  1971  producing  1  billion 
pounds  of  pork.  The  previous  year  5.5  million  head 
were  slaughtered  giving  a  pork  production  of  slightly 
less  than  1  billion  pounds. 

Pork  production  in  the  USSR  continued  its  up- 
ward trend  of  the  last  2  years  to  total  7.5  billion 
pounds  in  1971. 

Slaughter  in  Denmark  was  up  5  percent  to  1 1 .9  mil- 
lion head  resulting  in  7  percent  more  pork  for  a  total 
of  1.7  billion  pounds. 

Mutton,  Lamb,  and  Goat  Meat 

World  mutton,  lamb,  and  goat  meat  production 
increased  2  percent  to  10.5  billion  pounds,  owing 
primarily  to  production  increases  in  Australia  and 
the  USSR  which  more  than  offset  the  declines  in 
Argentina.  Sheep  meat  production  in  Australia  was 
up  9  percent  to  1 .8  billion  pounds.  The  increase  was  a 
result  of  heavy  culling  of  the  national  sheep  flock 
because  of  low  wool  prices. 

Production  in  the  USSR  was  up  6.5  percent  to  2.2 
billion  pounds. 

The  steady  decline  in  Argentine  sheep  numbers, 
resulting  from  heavy  kills  in  past  years  and  further 
stimulated  in  1970  and  1971  by  depressed  wool  prices, 
brought  production  to  a  7-year  low  of  309  million 
pounds. 

Sheep,  lamb,  and  goat  meat  production  in  the 
United  States  increased  almost  1  percent  in  1971  to 
555  million  pounds.  Production  has  been  about  550 
million  pounds  annually  for  the  last  2  years — a 
significant  drop  from  the  annual  755  million  pounds 
averaged  during  1961-65. 

In  1971  France  slaughtered  9  percent  more  sheep 
and  lambs.  The  slaughter  totaled  7.8  million  head 
compared  with  7.1  million  the  previous  year.  Sheep 
meat  production  totaled  291  million  pounds — 9  per- 
cent more  than  in  1970.  The  number  of  imported 
sheep  (mainly  from  Eastern  Europe)  which  are 
fattened  in  France  is  decreasing.  Registered  imports 
of  feeder  sheep  were  331,000  head  in  1969,  180,000 
head  in  1970,  and  169,000  head  in  1971.  The  reason 
for  smaller  imports  of  feeder  lambs  is  the  inability  to 
find  adequate  supplies  with  desired  quality 
standards. 

Horse  Meat 

The  major  world  producers  of  horse  meat  are 
France.  Argentina,  and  Italy.  In  1971,  production  in 
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France  was  up  3  percent  to  165  million  pounds, 
Italian  production  was  down  5  percent  from  the 
record  1 970  level  of  99  million  pounds,  and  Argentine 
production  at  149  million  pounds  was  down  8  per- 
cent. France  is  encouraging  the  production  of  meat- 
type  horses  by  grants  and  loans.  At  the  present  time 
the  number  of  light  horses  (saddle  and  race)  is 
increasing  because  of  higher  demand  for  animals  for 
sport  and  vacation  use.  In  a  few  years,  this  could  be 
an  additional  source  of  meat.  However,  in  1970 
saddle  and  race  horses  represented  only  14  percent  of 
the  French  horse  population.  Measures  were 
proposed  in  early  1972  to  finance  horse  meat 
production  by  a  1 .5  percent  check-off  fee  taken  from 
betting  on  race  horses,  a  nationwide  sport  in  France. 

The  Italian  Butchers'  Federation  estimated  that  a 
total  of  270,000  horses  were  slaughtered  in  Italy  in 
1971 — 5.6  percent  less  than  a  year  earlier. 

Argentina's  horse  meat  production  primarily  is  for 
export. 

Outlook 

Beef  and  veal  production  in  the  United  States  is 
expected  to  be  above  1971  levels  this  year.  Cattle 
slaughter  during  the  first  half  of  1 972  was  about  1  per- 
cent above  a  year  earlier  but  moderately  increased 
slaughter  levels  compared  with  1971  are  expected  in 
the  third  and  fourth  quarters. 

Current  indications  are  that  Argentine  cattle 


slaughter  will  exceed  year  earlier  levels  by  at  least  10 
percent.  The  cattle  are  expected  to  be  marketed  at 
heavier  weights  as  good  pasture  conditions  in  early 
1972  and  advancing  cattle  prices  caused  producers  to 
hold  slaughter  animals  longer. 

Slaughter  in  the  EC  in  recent  months  has  been 
below  year  earlier  levels  resulting  in  a  shortage  of 
domestic  beef  and  a  sharp  rise  in  producer  prices.  To 
encourage  imports  and  stabilize  prices,  the  EC  Com- 
mission beginning  June  5  temporarily  suspended  the 
16  percent  import  duty  on  live  cattle  and  the  20  per- 
cent duty  on  beef.  Duties  were  reinstated  in  early  July 
because  cattle  prices  in  the  Netherlands  fell  to  less 
than  109  percent  of  the  orientation  price,  but  there 
are  indications  they  may  be  suspended  again.  Because 
of  high  domestic  prices,  there  has  been  no  variable 
levy  on  live  cattle  and  beef  imports  since  early 
February  1972. 

The  picture  for  world  pork  production  is  unclear. 
Production  in  Western  Europe,  the  United  States, 
and  Canada  is  expected  to  be  below  1971  levels  but 
the  magnitude  of  East  European  increases  could 
throw  the  total  either  above  or  below  1971  levels. 

Sheep  meat  production  in  Oceania  is  expected  to 
increase  slightly  in  the  1 97 1  -72  season.  Trade  sources 
forecast  a  25  percent  increase  in  Australian  sheep 
slaughter.  Lamb  slaughterings  also  are  expected  to  be 
at  higher  levels.  In  New  Zealand,  lamb  production  is 
expected  to  rise  about  2  percent  while  mutton 
production  is  expected  to  remain  unchanged.
